Philadelphia, Aug. 31 (A.P.).—Judge 
Edwin O. Lewis, in addressing the 
grand jury investigating activities of 
Philadelphia gangsters, hijackers and 
declared today that high 


police officials were on the bootleggers’ 


payroll. 

He said if the director of public 
safety and the civil service commission 
failed to get to the bottom of the sit- 
uation he would appoint a special com- 
mission under the authority of the 
city charter to go into it. 

“Get to.the bottom of the rotten 
conditions, including the bribery of 
police by bootleggers and gangsters,” 
Judge Lewis told the grand jury. “The 
court, the District Attorney and the 
mayor are behind you [tn this work.” 

The jury, whose term of service or- 
dinarily would have ended today, had 
asked for a continuance of its activi- 


| ties, declaring that further time would 
| be required to disclose the “full truth 


about the lawless activities of Phila- 
delphia liquor gangs.” The request was 
granted and the jurors were ordered to 
again report next Friday. 

In its report, the grand jury said the 
information obtained from 40 witnesses 
so far examined was “amazing in its 
character and almost unbelievable in 
its significance.”

Resuscitation Effort Fails. 


Word already had been flashed to the 
navy yard of the tragedy and ambu- 
lances from Casualty and Emergency 
Hospitals were waiting. The galley of 
the Tecumseh was turned into a hos- 
mess table used as an 
operating table. The numb body of 
Mrs. MacMurray was placed on it and 
for more than an hour Drs. I. Rutkoski, 


William Dyke and H. M. Lowder, from ™@ 


Emergency Hospital, and Dr. Edward 
Young, from Casualty Hospital, worked 
in shifts in an effort to restore life to 
the victim, She was pronounced dead 
at 9:30 o’clock by Dr. Rutkoski. 
Meanwhile Woods and Miss O’Brien 
were taken to the navy yard dispensary. 
After treatment both were sent to their 
homes. Neither knew at the time of 


their departure from the navy yard of | 


the death of Mrs. MacMurray. 

In telling the story of the tragedy, 
Woods, manager for the Winslow Boiler 
& Engineering Co., said: 

“We were proceeding down the river 
for a moonlight ride when the gasoline 
motor backfired as we were about 100 
yards out from the Bellevue wharf.

‘BUTCHER BOY FAILS | 
TN LIQUOR DEFENSE 


Doctor Denies He Ever Treat- 
ed Mrs. Mellus, Murder Vic- 
tim, for Intoxication. 


WAS PHYSICALLY SOUND 


Los Angeles, Aug. 31 (A.P.).—An at- 
temtp by Leo (Pat) Kelley to show 
that Mrs. Myrtle Mellus had been treated 
for habitual intoxication prior to her 
tragic slaying August 5, failed at today’s 
session of the butcher boy's trial for 
the alleged murder of the society ma- 
tron. 

A whispered suggestion from the 
former Mellus family butcher to his de- 
fense attorney resulted in Dr. J. H. 
Burgan, family physician of the Mel- 
luses, being asked if Mrs. Mellus had 
not been treated by him for intoxica- 
tion On numerous occasions. 

The physician not only denied that 
he had ever seen the woman in a state 
Of intoxication, but said she had al- 
ways appeared to be in exceilent physi- 
cal condition. Dr. Burgan saici he had 
been the Melltus family physician for 
m:ne years and that Mrs. Mellus came 
to him yearly for a general physical ex- 
amination. He also declared her heart 
always had appeared sound on these 
occasions. 

The question, by Defense Attorney 5. 
S. Hahn, was construed by court ob- 
servers aS an attempt to bdulld up a 
case indicating that Mrs. Mellus might 
have died from effects other than a 
blow on the head. 

Before Dr. Burgan went on the stand, 
Hahn accused th2 county chemist of 
withholding information which he 
tezmed important to the defense. He 
asked the court to instruct the chemist 
to consult with defense attorneys when 
they wished to do so.

Rome Soft Pedals Incident, 


Rome, Aug. 31 (A.P.).—Arrest at the | 
Swiss frontier of Gen. Cesare Rossi, 
arch-foe of Fascism, and of a woman 
companion caused little open comment 
here today Despite the democratic 
circumstances of their capture and the 
vivid personality of Rossi, the late edi- 
tions of the Roman papers used only 
a brief agency dispatch containing the 
bare facts of the arrest. This is taken 
as evidence that word has gone out 
that the importance of the arrest 
should not be emphasized, { for the pres- 
ent, 

“Cesarino,” as the general was nick- 
named when he was chief of the press 
office of the ministry of the interior 
in the early days of Fascist power, {is 
believed by his old-time intimates to 
have been the victim of some sort of 
plot. It is believed here that he must 
have been lured into crossing the bor- 
der. Some people think that he may 
even have been spirited across the fron- 
tier in the speedy automobiles that 
bore him from Laguno to Campione. 


Writings Aroused Fascists. 


It is agreed that it would have been 
sheer folly for him to have attempted 
a reentry to Italy in the hope of escap- 
ing detection. Because of his violent 
anti-Fascist articles, written from France 
and handsomely paid for by American 
syndicates, he would hardly be a “wel- 
come guest of Italy,” it was said. 

It is taken for granted that the wom- 
an arrested with him is Margherita Du- 
rante. She was associated with him 
while he held office in Rome and later 
when he was under trial in connection 
with the Matteotti assassination.

FAGUE TURNS DOW 
GUSTA AIGA REQUEST 


Council Decides Not to Inter- 
pret Operation of the 
Monroe Doctrine. 


CALLS IT LOCAL MATTER 


Geneva, Aug. 31 A.P.).—Costa Rica's 
request for a definition of the Monroc 
Doctrine will be declined by the Coun- 
cil of the League of Nations. 

After many hours spent secretly in 
discussing this complicated political 
question, the council tonight had vir- 
tually reached an agreement upon the 
text of the reply which will be for- 
warded to the small Central American 
state, This reply, which, though 
couched in considerate language, and 
with a show of deference to Costa Rica's 
position, will in effect point out the 
difficulty the council has in interpret- 
ing any political doctrine which has 
been enunciated by one government 
only, in this case the United States 
The final touches to the reply will be 
given at another session of the council 
tomorrow, 

The opinion generally expressed to- 
day and embodied in other words in the 
reply was that it is for the States con- 
cerned—the United States. and the 
countries of Latin America—to make 
thelr own interpretations of the Monroe 
Doctrine—or, said another way, that it 
ls none of the league's business.

The 
conduct of my official duties was not 
discussed with Mr. Hoover.” 

It would be quite preposterous. There 
have been. however, certain political 
phases of Mrs. Willebrandt's recent ac- 
tivities or rather activities that were 
attributed to her, and which ft 1s said 
she was only partly to blame, which 
have been the subject of quite exten- 
sive discussion among the Hoover high 
command, not to mention those direct- 
ly in charge of the New York battle 
front such as Mr. Hill. and Mr. Mac- 
hold. 

As to what happened Thursday the 
explanation ig that Mrs. Willebrandt 
was not summoned to the Massachu- 
setts avenue residehce to confer with 
the two New York Jeaders. 


Was Called to See Burke. 


It just happens that in this campaign 
there are a lot of Democratic women 
who want to vote for Mr. Hoover be- 
cause of Gov, Smith's wetness. So they 
write Mrs. Willebrandt asking how they 
should go about changing thelr party 
affiliations. J. Frances Burke, general 
counsel for the Republican national 
committee and having an office in the 
Massachusetts avenue residence, is gen- 
eral counsel for just such things as 
this.

brandt gathered up a sheaf of these 
communications, got Into a taxicab 
and rode innccently up to see Mr. 
Burke. Lo anc behold, who should be 


there but Mr. Machold and Mr. Hill and 
Mr. Hoover, of course. Well, she fell to 
talking with them. They got to talking 
politics. They talked about New York 
politics. They talked about prohibition 
They talked about one hour and fifteen 
minutes. 

This was most natural, it is explained 
And. it was especially so because Mr 
Machold had just'a few minutes before 
revealed to newspaper men that the 
prohibition issue was acute in his State. 

But what Mrs. Willebrandt did not 
want to get out, apparently, is any 
possible tmpression that the Republican 
standard bearer had told her that she 
should not enforce the law in New 
Yark, perhaps. or that he had suggest- 
ed how she should enforce it. 


Conversation Not Made Publtle. 


It is not yet revealed just what 
course the conversations did take. The 
fair assumption is that the New York 
leaders said what they had previously 
told newspaper men, in substance, that 
Mr. Hoover's stand on prohibition gave 
them a prpblem-in New York and that 
thereafter; the prohibition discussion 
turned om this statement. 

The criticism that, has attached to 
Mrs. Willebrandt’s activities did not 
concern the efforts at law enforcement 
in New York. The spectacular Broad- 
way raids with which it is said Mrs. 
Willebrandt had nothing to do, but 
which were attributed to her at the 
time, did not even get any public pro- 
test from the New York leaders, al- 
though they squirmed in private and 
considered them politically ill-timed. 

The public outcry came later, and 
was directed at Mrs. Willebrandt, when 
the subsequent prosecutions of these 


the patrons were to be punished as 
well as the operators of the night clubs, 
and, as if action meant more than 
words, prominent New Yorkers were 
haled before the grand jury, an array 
of them. 

The outcry came from pone other 
than District Attorney Tuttle, who as- 
pires to be the Republican guberna- 
torial candidate in New York on the 
ticket with Mr. Hoover. 

In political circles composed of men 
with political minds the whole thing 
was considered to be very bad politics 
from Mr. Hoover's viewpoint, and Mrs.

Separated From Responsibility, 


Incidentally, there has for some days 
heen a process of separating Mrs. Wil- 
‘ebrandt from the role of being respon- 
sible for everything that happens tn 
the spectacular prohibition line. She 
has recently explained, herself, that 
she has nothing whatever to do with 
raids, and neither does the Depart- 
ment of Justice; that her work lies 
solely with prosecutions. 

The picture that she was doing all 
these things rather grew on the public 
With a happening shortly after she 
came into office several years ago. 

Her appointment was appropriately 

heralded by those whose duty it is to 
record the advance of women in the 
new order of things. Then there came 
a prohibition clean-up of unsuspecting 
Savannah, Ga. About 100 arrests were 
made and some of the city’s most prom- 
inent citizens went to the Atlanta 
Penitentiary. The question of whether 
they were not some of the “best” citi- 
zens divides the wet and dry camp of 
that city until this day. 
Mrs. Willebrandt was given full credit, 
for this. It was described as her open- 
ing gun. Her picture was carried in 
newspapers all over the country and 
the women’s magazines devoted col- 
umns to her. But there has come xu 
time now when the Republican leaders 
of the wet East would rather her name 
not appear so prominently.

New Veteran Unit 


Planned by Updike 


Drafts Bill Proposing to 
Consolidate World War 


and Pension Bureaus. 


Consolidation of the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau and the Pension Bureau’ under 
one head and the abolishment of 
regional offices is proposed in a bill 
which is now being drafted for Intro- 
duction at the opening of Congress by 
Representative R. E. Updike, of Indi- 
ana. Approximately $20,000,000 will 
be saved by the Government annually 
if this bill {s adopted, Mr. Updike be- 
lieves. 

Provisions of the measure call for a 
board of eight or nine doctors who 
would take the place of regional of- 
ficers now stationed throughout the 
United States. This doctors. board 
would examine patients for hospital 
treatment and would have power to 
pass upon applications for increase tn 
pensions, Mr. Updike pointed out. As 
a former soldier, he stated that he is 
anxious to benefit the service men 
through effective legislation and will 
endeavor to have his bill presented on 
the opening day of the congressional 


session. 

Brig. Gen. Frank ‘Tl. Hines, director 
of the Veterans’ Bureau, ts said to 
favor the Updike measure, and support 
has also been pledged by the Amert- 
can Legion and the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. The increase in salaries of Gov- 
ernment employes under the Welch 
bill could be paid with the funds saved 
through the application of. his measure 
“and there would still be a third left 
over,’ Mr. Updike declared yesterday

‘CITES VETERANS’ BUREAU 


(Associated Press.) 

Referring to the charge made tn Gov 
Smith’s acceptance speech that gov- 
ernmental expenditures, excluding the 
public debt, had increased $346,000,- 
000 under President Coolidge, Senator 
Smoot (Republican), Utah, in a state- 
ment yesterday asserted that this in- 
crease was in fact the difference in gov- 
ernmental expenditures in 1928 com- 
pared with 1924. Arraying a detailed 
comparison, Smoot, who is chairman 
of the Senate finance committee, 
reached the conclusion that of this 
increase $319,000,000 could be account- 
ed for by an increase of $82,000,000 in 
the retirement of the public debt, $22.- 
000,000 in customs and internal reve- 
nue refunds, $48,000,000 .1n appropria- 
tions for the War Finance Corpora- 
tion, $112,000,000 in the adjusted serv- 
ice certificate fund, $50,000,000 in set- 
tlements under the war claims act and 
$5,000,000 for the Cape Cod Canal. 

While there were other changes in de- 
partmental appropriations, these items, 
he said, “will fairly explain almost 
wholly the Increase tn expenditures Gov. 
Smith refers to. Gov Smith dare not 
say that if he had been President he 
would not have approved them.” 

Pointing out that while Gov Smith 
had complained that there nat been an 
increase of $556.000,v00 for independent 
bureaus, Senator Smoot said that in 
1928 the appropriation for the Veterans’ 
Bureau alone approximated $500,000,000. 
He closed by inquiring. “Wili Gov. Smith 
dére say he would have vetoed the ap- 
propriation for the Veterans’ Bureau?”

It was the inspiration 
derived from a chapter in the famous 
American humorist’s travel book, “In- 
nocents Abroad,” which convinced Di- 
rector Frank Borzage he would do well 
to lay the scene of this picture, based 
on a.play by Monckton Hoffe, in the 
picturesque city of Naples. 

Borzage comes of an Italian familly, 
and though he had never been to the 
land of his forefathers himself, he had 
always cherished the hope of some day 
doing a picture on one of the colorful 
towns of Italy. Reading Twain's mem- 
orable chapter on Naples fortified him 
in this desire. 

After Borzage had made a visit to 
Italy in preparation for the picture and 
had surveyed the ground about the 
Bay of Naples, he was further en- 
chanted with this region as the -locale 
of his picture. The street 
which he had bullt at the studio, and 
peopled with Neapolitans who 
dancing, singing, strolling and love- 
making, might well have been described 
by Twain, so well do his words, written 
60 vears ago, fit these backgrounds.

ARREST OF STINNES. 


An ugly charge of seeking by fraud to secure 
redemption of German war-loan stock. has 
been placed against the son of the late Hugo 
Stinnes, once the master magician of German 
enterprise. Hugo Stinnes, jr., appears to be 
less involved in the transactions than was his 
secretary, unless indeed the latter shall be 
proved a scapegoat. The decay of the Stinnes 
fortunes and the breakdown of the power of 
the family with the obscuration and death ot 
the founder manifested one of those quick 
transitions in personal estate in which the 
vicissitudes of war and its aftermath so often 
involve men. 

The offense that has led to the ‘‘preventive 
arrest” of young Stinnes is a serious one, 
whether he or his secretary was the party at 
fault. War-loan stock, it is alleged, was 
bought in London and taken back to Germany 
for redemption under the pretense that it had 
never left the country. This condition. was 
essential to its claim to be redeemed. A con- 
spiracy to defraud the government in a matter 

of the kind, if supported, would bring to a 
tragic end a dramatic family history. 

/ Friction among the heirs and bad manage- 
ment of the Stinnes industries played havoc 
with fhe massive enterprise, the dissolution of 
which appears to have brought about the train 
of circumstances that finds the junior member 
of the family in a plight that may prove to be 
more than unfortunate.

IMMIGRATION PATROL. 


With the immigration quota law in force 
and likely to remain unmodified, the pressure 
for entrance into this country is increased. 
Smuggling of men has gone on ever since 
colonia] days, and there were then, as tow, 
persons who promoted unlawful entry as a 
means of making money. 

Now that the bars are up and the boundaries 
have been explored, the smugglers have found 
many ways to evade the quota arrangement. 
There are many holes in the international 
fence. How to plug up these holes is a prob- 
lem that is now shown to be a grave one, by 
the large numbers of individuals who are here 
without right. 

A registration, periodically conducted for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether aliens here 
have a right of residence, has a smack of 
2spionage that is not palatable to the people, 
yet if the undercurrent of unlawful immigra- 
tion is not otherwise stopped some registration 
provisions, with wholesale deportation of the 
culprits, may follow. Vigilant efforts are made 
to discover aliens who have come into the coun- 
try without right, but no such surveillance 
methods as obtain in other countries obtain 
here. 

The Commissioner General of Immigration, 
who has just made a border patrol inspection 
to examine the provisions against unlawful 
entry, has ideas for legislation which he thinks 
will greatly strengthen the border patrol on 
the north. Here is a situation that calls for a 
host of agents, as Mr. Hull says that neither 
the border patrol nor the inspectors’ force are 
oumerous enough to keep back the ever-grow- 
ing tide.

, OT long ago | heard a young 
re | mother cheerfully say: “Janet 
just hates being left with a 


stranger. So I never tell her when her 
father and I go out for the evening. 
She thinks we always stay right in the 
next room. I really don't know what 
she would do if she ever woke up and 
found that. we had left ker alone with 
a strange person.” 

If Janet’s mother really did know, 
not only what her child would do, but 
also what she would think and feel, 
her attitude would be neither so non- 
Chalant nor, so complacent. Without 
doubt when Janet does wake up some 
night she will cry with fear and lonell- 
ness. 

If this were all, Janet’s mother might 
be philosophical and say that we all 
have to learn to take disappointments. 
‘But it will not be all. 

1. The sharp fear of waking in the niglit 
to be confronted by a strange face will 
affect Ler child deeply. For a long 
while after she may not feel safe even 
in the daytime if her mother is out of 
Sight. Her dark room will become an 
unfriendly place full of potential hor- 
rors. Thus she will be more dependent 
than ever on her mother’s presence, and 
she may never overcome her fear of the 
dark. 

Such a shocking experience may be 

+ followed by insomnia or light and fit- 
ful sleep. The thought that during 
her sleep her parents may desert her 
Will be enough to prevent her from 
Surrendering herself to that deep and 
peaceful relaxation which her growing 
body needs. ° 

Along with her sense of security, her 
respect for her parents will be dimin- 
ished. How can she respect people 
who deceive, as she herself has been 
told never to do? Her mother, in for- 
feiting her child’s respect, has lost a 
necessary condition of discipline and a 
good share of her influence in molding 
Ler child's character. 


When parents are going out they 
must tell the child quite frankly what 
to expect. They ‘must try to make him 

feel that he is safe and well cared for. 
Although this method of handiing the 
situation may cause tears the first few 


times, he will soon learn to adjust 
himself to the inevitable.

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CONTRACT BIDDING. 

South one No. *Trump, West pass, 
North two No Trumps, East pass, South 
three No Trumps. The Dealer, with 
a count of 15, is two points short of 
the strength that justifies a bid of two 
No Trumps. North, with a count of 9. 
has ‘exactly the strength for Jumping 
one No Trump to two; and after the 
jump South, having a count of 15, Is 
strong enough to go to three. With 
less than 15, South should pass North’s 
jump of one, 


AUCTION BRIIDGE BIDDING, 

South one No Trump, followed by 
three passes. 

THE PLAY. 

West leads the Four of Spades. 
Dummy plays the Trey, East the Seven 
and South the Queen. The Queen is 
played instead of the Ten so as to re- 
turn a Spade win in Dummy and keep 
command of the suit. If South, taking 
with the Ten, led the Queen, and West 
did not cover, the lead would stay in 
South’s hand or West’s King would be 
made good. 

After taking with the Queen, South 
can count three Spade tricks, one Heart 
and one Diamond. Dummy’s Queen of 
e up if West 
held the King; but that Would add only 
one more trick to the five named above. 
and Declarer would need three Club 
tricks, which would. mean a Club 
finesse; and ‘there would be the dan- 
ger that one of the red suits would 
be established against the Declarer be- 
fore he could try his Club finesse. 

Declarer therefore leads the Ten of 
Spades to trick 2 and plays the Jack 
from Dummy if West plays small 


‘Then he leads the Queen of Clubs from 


Dummy and plays the Jack under the 
Queen unless East plays the King, If 
the Queen wins, he leads the Ten of. 
Clubs and, the King not covering, plays 
the Nine under the Ten; next the Eight 
of Clubs and, the King not covering. 
plays the Four under the Eight. In 
that case, before leading Clubs again, 
he cashes Dummy’s Ace of Spades. 
which assures game. If the Clubs 
were led a fourth time and then a 
Diamond from Closed Hand. the ad- 
versaries might continue Diamonds or 
lead Hearts; and the Ace of Spades 
make. '

Geneva, Aug, 31 (A.P.).—Officials of 
the League of Nations were disturbed 
today at reports that ushers had ejected 


from the council chamber several girls 
who had attended the session without 
stockings. 

One official, insisted that the league 
should not assume censorship. of 
women’s fashions, adding that stockings 
are now so transparent that it is im- 
possible to tell whether they are being 
worn or not. 

In any case, the ushers denied: that 
the girls had been expelled and stated, 
informally, that their actions had been 
confined to respectful admiration of the 
beauty of the fiminine visitors.

Superior, Wis., Aug. 31 (A.P.).—The 
import duty on sodium silicofluoride 
was increased today by President Cool- 
idge to 25 per cent ad valorem, based 
upon the American selling price from 
its previous figure of 25 per cent of 
the foreign market value. 

In the proclamation announcing the 
tariff increase the Chief Executive said 
that it was found that an increase of 
50 per ceyt on the existing tariff would 


not equalize the cost of production in. 


this country and in’ Denmark, Amer- 
ica’s chief competitor. The principal 
uses of sodium silicofiuoride are as an 
ingredients in acid rinsers in laudries, 
in the manufacture of iron enamel- 
ware and in the production of opaleseent 
glass. The domestic consumption of 
sodium silicofluoride amounts to about 
5,000,000 pounds a year. An import 


had ranged from about 2,900,000 to 
over 3,000,000 pounds annually during

Reporter in Search of Story 
Paved Way for Kellogg Pact 


Associated Press Correspondent’s Invitation to Briand 
to Send War Anniversary Message to America 
Started Epochal Train of Events. 


Paris, Aug. 31° (A.P.).—Now that che 
Kellogg-Briand treaty for the outlawry 
of war has been signed by th: pleni- 
potentiaries of the great nations of the 
world, there can be revealed that the 
inception of the idea was based upon 
the work of an Associated Press re- 
porter, Smith F. Reavis, who was acting 
merely with the usual reportorial en- 
terprise of “getting a news story.” 

Early in 1927, Reavis, on behalf of the 
Associated Press, sought from Foreign 
Minister Aristide Briand, of France, a 


message to the American people on 
the tenth anniversary of America’s en- 
try into the war, April 6, 1927. M. 
Briand, the “man of Locarno,” winner 
of the Nobel Peace Prize and foremost 
of the statesmen who were seeking per- 
manent peace for Europe and the world, 
seemed peculiarly chosen to speak of 
the aftermath of the war and the 
world tranquillity that he so ardently 
esired. 

The request was renewed on several 
occasions, and M. Briand promised to 


prepare a message to the American 


people to be transmitted through the 
Associated Press. To him also, the oc- 
casion seemed particularly appropriate 
to set before all peoples the desire of 
France to banish the spirit of war. 

On the morning of April 6, 1927, a 
messenger from the French foreign of- 
fice called at the Associated Press Bu- 
reau in Paris with a document that, 
accepted as it was by the French and 
American statesmen for something more 
than a diplomatic “trial balloon,” led to 
the world-embracing treaty signed in 
Paris last Monday, whereby. the great 
nations agreed to renounce war 4s an 
instrument of national policy. 


What Briand Then Said. 


In that message M. Briand proposed 
that “the two great democracies” outlaw 
war forever. 

“If there were need of it between the 
two great democracies of the world,” M, 
Briand said, “in order to give high tes- 


timony of their desire for.peace and to: 


furnish a solemn example to other peo- 
ples, France would be willing to enter 
into an engagement with America mu- 
tually outlawing war, to use our way 
of expressing it. 

“The renunciation of war as an in- 
strument of national policy is a con- 
ception already familiar to the signa- 
tories of the league covenant and Lo- 
carno treaties. Any engagement sub- 
scribed to in the same spirit by the 
United States toward another nation, 
such as France, should greatly contrib- 
ute in the eyes of the world to enlarge 
and fortify the foundation on which 
the international policy of peace is be- 
ing erected. Thus the two. great 
friendly nations, equally devoted to the 
cause of peace, would furnish the world 
the best illustration of the truth that 
the condition immediately to be ob- 
tained. is not disarmament, but the 
practice of peace.” 

M. Briand’s message was delivered by 
tha Associated Press to its. member 
newspapers in the Western Hemisphere, 
So important. was it considered that 
European correspondents in New York 
and Washington cabled it back to the 
old continent, and it appeared in every 
quarter ofthe globe. At the request of 
the French foreign office, the Paris bu- 
reau of the Associated Press furnished

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the original document to the Havas 
Agency of France, and the French press 
made much of it. 


Illustrates Press Power. 


The history of the negotiations that 
followed has been told many times and 
the Associated Press only last Monday 
cabled from Paris a description of the 
ceremony of the signing. 

Secretary Kellogg, who cooperated so 
long and sympathetically with the 
French foreign minister in bringing the 
idea of war outlawry to fruition, gave 
fu)" credit to M. Briand Speaking at 
Le Havre when he landed there en route 
to Paris for the treaty signing, he said: 

“It was the grand conception of M. 
Briand which led to the making of this 
treaty. The United States and I per- 
sonally feel under great obligation to 
him and to the statesmen of the other 
nations who have so generously joined 
in support of the great idea of an antli- 
‘‘ar treaty.” 

To newspape. men the treaty signing 
came as one more indication of how the 
work of news collection and dissemina- 
tion contributes in joining the nations 
in closer bonds of amity.

Silencing reports that a hold up or 
other foul play had figured in the in- 
Juries of two well-known Washington 
young men early yesterday morning on 
the Lee highway near Fairfax, Va., Will- 
lam Francis Griffith, jr., 21 years old, of 
1711 Riggs place northwest, who with 
Lieut. Richard Wetheill, jr., 22-year-old 
West Point graduate, was found uncon- 
scious where his automobile was 
wrecked, regained consciousness last 
night and declared that their injuries 
were suffered when the automobile 
crashed while taking a curve at exces- 
sive speed. 

Corroborating this version, the Army 
board of inquiry, appointed by Maj. 
Gen. Lutz Wahl, adjutant general, 
U S. A. will announce today that an 
Automobile accident was the sole cause 
of the young men’s injuries. The board 
of officers, composed of Ma]. David N. 
W. Grant, Maj. Robert E. O’Brien and 
Capt. Paul G. Rutten, expect to submit 
their report at noon today to Brig. Gen. 
Rebert E. Callan, acting commandant 
of the Third Corps Area. 

Lieut. Wetherill, the more seriously 
injured, is being treated at Walter 
Reed Army Hospital for a _ possible 
fractured skull, concussion of the 
brain, internal injuries, deep lacera- 
tions and a fractured left thigh. 

Griffith, who is a Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology student, is being 
treated at Alexandria Hospital, Va., for 
a possible skull fracture, possible in- 
ternal injuries and lacerations. 


Unable to Find Bullet. 

A cursory examination of Lieut. 
Wetherill, at Emergency Hospital, where 
he was brought by E. W. Groff, ah un- 
dertaker of Fairfax, raised the belief 
that the young Army officer had been 
shot and beaten over the head. 

Officials at Walter Reed Hospital, to 
which Wetherill was transferred before 
noon, announced, however, they could 
find no trace of a bullet wound His 
condition late last night was reported 
as “only fair.” 4 

Wetherill was discovered about 5:15 
o'clock yesterday morning by a colored 
washwoman, who summoned Grofl, liv- 
ing nearby. The young officer, accord- 
ing to Groff, was lying alongside of a 
bank near the roadway, his head 


slumped over his. left arm and his feet | 


in a ditch. 
Auto Wrecked in Field. 


Griffith was found lying sidewise in 
the small touring car in which the two 
were said to have been returning to 
Washington from Warrenton, V48., 
where they had attended the _ horse 
show and a party, said to have been 
held at the home of Miss Mary Forves 
King, Warrenton debutante. The au- 
tomobile, badly damaged on the left 
side and right running board, was in 
the field near the roadway. 

Wetherill was identified at the hos- 
pital by a West Point ring he wore. 
His name was engraved on it. War De- 
partment officials were notified and 
they announced he was the son of 
Lieut. Col. Richard Wetherill, former 

neral staff officer and now stationed 
at Fort Thomas, Kentucky. 

He is on his graduation leave and 
from his friends it was learned Wether- 
ll planned to leave Washington Mon- 
day for his new assignment at Fort 
Hayes, Columbus, Ohio. 

Lieut. Wetherill, who was born in 
the Philippine Islands, August 17, 1906, 
is well known in Washington. He 
graduated from Western High School 
in 1923. He was appointed to West 
Point in the following year and grad- 
uated in June. 

Griffith is the son of William Fran- 
eis Griffith, an appraisal engineer in 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. He is a 
former cadet at the Virginia Military 
Institute and played + prominent part 
in the student stri there last wi.l- 
ter. At that time practically the entire 
student body walked out as a protest 
against the action of Superintendent 
W. H. Cocke, who suspended Griffith 
for the alieged hazing of a student. 
His home is at 1711 Riggs place north- 
west. 

Shooting Is Suspected. 

Deputy Sheriff Wilson Darr, of Fair- 
fax, last night said he is convinced the 
two young men were injured when 
their automobile. «:kidded while at- 
tempting to make the curve at the 
cross roads at a high rate of speed. 

However, when Deputy Sheriff Darr 
learned of the belief that Lieut. Weth- 
erill may have been shot, he assigned 
Capt. Heywood J. Durer, of the county 
police, to investigate. 

Col. Guy V. Henry, commandant: at 
Fort Myer, Va., who saw Wetherill 
shortly after he wa brought to Emer- 
gency Hospital, said he thought the 
young officer had been “sandbagged 
and “shot.” The colonel based his be- 
lief, he said, on reports of hospital 
physicians. 

The parents of ‘iriffith have re- 
mained constantly at his bedside. His 
condition was said to be “slightly im- 
proved but still serious” at a late hour 
last night.

Furnaces Undergo Test. 


At the end of the month the fires 
will be extinguished and the burners 
cooled off. and Maj. Davison and his 
advisers will enter the furnaces and 
inspect them’ to see whether they can 
Stand the extra load of double shift 
service for a further period. 

There ts a serious question as to 
whether they can stand up under the 
double load. They are in a run-down 
condition, and a return may have to 
be made in October to the destruction 
of waste by burning on the Congres- 
sional Cemetery dump. 

But at least there will be relief for 
those living near the dump from the 
smoke and stench during September. 


Relief for September. 


“The effort is,” Maj. Davison 
“to give relief during September, the 
last. hot month of the year, so that 
folks can sit out on their porches and 
in their yards with some degree of com- 
fort, and also not have the fumes from 
the dump fires entering their open 
windows.” 

Certain departments of the Federal 
Government, including the Navy Yard, 
also burn trash on the dump in ques- 
tion, but Maj. Davison has made ar- 
rangeménts with the heads of these 
departments to burn their combustible 
waste in their own furnaces during the 
month of experiment. 

In the meantime, Maj. Davison is 
making an intensive study of the ques- 
tion of wastedisposal in an effort to 
arrive at & permanent solution.

The commission believes 
signment will provide an 
standard of radio reception, although 
Chairman Robinson regards the new 
allocation as too drastic a move to be 
undertaken summarily, and refused to 
sign the order. Commissioner Sykes 
then signed it as acting chairman. 

The 62 assignments in each of the 
five zones will be divided into eight 
full-time positions for-étations of 5,v00 
watts and above; 24 for 500 and 1,000 
watt stations, and 30 for 50 or 100 
watt stations. The large stations will 
be restricted to one on each wave 
length, while smaller stations will 
share channels. 

Radio station WRC will lose its pres- 
ent wave length—468.5—inasmuch as 
this wave has been changed to the 
Pacifit Coast, it was definitely indl- 
cated by the commission last night. 
The assumption is it will be given to 
station KFI at Los Angeles, waich is 
building a 50,000-watt station requir- 
ing the use of an exclusive wave length. 
No information was forthcoming in 
regard to what length WRC will be 
assigned. O. H. Caldwell, radio come- 
missioner for this zone, said efforts are 
being made to borrow from the New 
York and New Jersey quotas in order 
to aid stations WRC and WMAL under 
the new allocation.
